Respected Pioneer, 
Ben Graham Dies

One of Canada's oldest identical 
twins Ben Graham of Vulcan, «d led 
in hospital here on .Tuesday, June 
17. He was in his 91st year. 

Born at Sandy Hill, West Hawk- 
esbury, Ont., on Aug. 27, 1862, Ben 
Graham and his twin brother Jo¬ 
seph. received . their schooling 
there. Ben then went lumbering 
in the Wisconsin woods and later 
returned to Ontario, where, with 
his twin brother, he took up 
farfningi 

In 1888 Ben went to Montana, 
coming north to Western Canada 
in 1903. After a short stay in Sas¬ 
katchewan he came to Alberta and 
filed on a homestead a few miles 
north of the present site of Vul¬ 
can and living there until the time 
of his death this week. 

In 1903 he was married to Cath¬ 
erine Jean McRae, who predeceas¬ 
ed him in 1939. His health remain¬ 
ed very good until quite recently 
nnd last year he received muny 
visitors on the occasion of his 90th 
birthday. 

He is survived by two sons, 
Harry, at Balzac, and Russell, who 
farms the original homestead; one 
daughter, Mrs. Albert Market, 
Vulcan; and his twin brother, 
JoSeph, who lives in Calgary. 

Funeral services will be held 
from the Vulcan United Church 
this Thursday afternoon, June 18. 
at 2 o'clock and burial will be 
Calgai y mat j P j n tbp Vulcan cemetery.

It will be of interest to know 
Ihe steps that are being taken to 
develop the new variety of wheat, 
resisant to the 15B strain of 
Wheat Rust, on -a commercial 
scale. 

Las^ fall enough seed of this 
new wheat Canadian C1T 186 was 
'shipped to southern California and 
Arizona to plant 150 acres, it was 
seeded on irrigated lands and pro¬ 
duced enough wheat to seed near¬ 
ly 3,000 acres of it in western 
Canada this spring. 

It is being multiplied this year 
by seed growers who have signed 
a contract to deliver the seed 
produced to tihe Department of 
Agriculture. The fields are well 
distributed to avoid failure in one 
area. 

If a normal crop is harvested 
this year, there will be sufficient 
seed for most farmers in the rust 
area to get started with the new 
variety in 1934. 

This scheme of shipping 150 bus. 
to California last fall has c.ut one 
full year from the normal time re¬ 
quired to propagate seed from a 
new strain to commercial quanti¬ 
ties. 

Dr. C. H. Gouldrn, chief of the 
Cereal Division Central Experi¬ 
mental Farm, Ottawa, is hopeful 
that this saving in time will en¬ 
able wheat growers to meet the 
threat of the 15B strain of Wheat 
Rust.

cost basis with excess earnings return¬ 
ed to Pool members. Ninety-five per 
cent of Alberta Pool earnings in the 
1951-52 crop year went right back into 
the farmers’ pockets. 

Pool Elevator policies are based on 
the desires of working farmers and on 
experiences gained over many, many 
years of co-operative effort.. The demo¬ 
cratic system under which the Wheat 
Pool is operated makes it responsive to 
the aims and dbsires of “operating 
farmers.” 

Alberta Wheat Pool publicity has 
constantly followed a pattern of public 
education. People in villages, towns and 
cities are continually made aware of 
the vital importance of agriculture to 
the economy of the province and toHthe 
Canadian nation. In no other province 
in Canada has agriculture’s importance 
received such a deserved measure of 
publicity. 


At quite a few shipping points local 
Pool Elevators have been “plugged.” 
This created an tinfortunate condition 
for Pool members there who want to 
deliver grain to their own facilities. In 
some instances Pool members have ask 
ed the question "Why advertise asking 
for patronage of Pool Elevators when 
there is no room in the Pool Elevators 
at our point?” 

It should be remembered, however, 
that there are 486 Alberta Wheat Pool 
country elevators and in many of these 
there is ample space for grain deliver¬ 
ies. Pool publicity is, therefore, direct¬ 
ed to the farm people surrounding such 
delivery points. * 

Furthermore, a publicity program to 
be successful must be comprehensive 
and continuous. It is important that the 
farm people should be constantly re¬ 
minded of the advantages of support¬ 
ing the Alberta Wheat Pool.
